I 
grabbed my brake, and just as I 
stopped the train hit the bus.

I told him to run to the 
corner and blow the fire siren. By 
that time Wilson Carr of Rockville 
had appeared and we started tak- 
ing girls out of the ditch. We had 
scarcely begun when Rockville fire- 
men arrived.

The conference was informed of 
the German decision by Sir John 
Simon, British Foreign Secretary, 
who said his information had been 
given to the British Ambassador to 
Berlin by Konstantin von Neurath, 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler's Foreign Min- 
ister. 

Simon’s Statement. 

Simon acted as a spokesman for 
Germany as he informed the con- 
ference: “Germany is ready to en- 
ter an Eastern pact of non-aggres-

Mother of Friend Testifies 
Against Woman Secretary- 
Treasurer at Fraud Trial. 


By the Associated Press. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., April 12.— 
Mrs. James A. Moag of Indianapolis, 
mother of J, Cameron Moag, the 
State’s principal witness, testified 
today in the trial of Margaret A. 
Cheney, former secretary-treasurer 
of the defunct Tippecanoe Loan & 
Trust Co. Miss Cheney is accused 
of making a false entry. The trial 
was recessed until Monday because 
of the illness of Daniel P. Flanagan, 
a member of defense counsel. 

Mrs. Moag, an Indianapolis school 
teacher, testified she had been vis- 
ited by Miss Cheney, who had said 
she had paid a New York City at- 
torney to prevent the return of Mrs, 
Moag’s son to Lafayette to testify 
at the trial.

“Those opposed to a closed sea- 
son on migratory water fowl this 
year remind me of the boom time 
speculators in the securitv markets 
who grabbed at the last eighth /f 
a point profit, at the risk of ruin,” 
Baker said. “There are fortunately 
many, but not enough, duck hunt- 
ers presentiy endowed with that 
foresight and restraint which boom 
time speculators lacked. 

“There will be a collapse in the 
‘wild duck market’ as severe as 
that which struck the 1929 stock 
market unless those charged with 
the responsibility of preservation 
of ducks do what is best for the 


ducks. Many hunters, though pri 
vately admitting the wisdom of a 
closed season, are afraid that once 
closed, shooting would never be re- 
opened.

»- N. Darling Speaks. 
J. N. (Ding) Darling of

His friends at ring- 
side urged his handlers to make 
him work in the third round and 
his seconds told them that he had 
the fight won, so why should he 
exert himself? But Irwin kept 


punching until the final bell. 


Then, after the referee, Tom Lou- 
tett of Washington State, had un- 
officially announced Striebel as the 
winner, the official announcement 
came that Thomas had won § the.

Looked Sure Winner. 


The decision stunned most of the 
spectators remaining for it had 
appeared that Striebel was a win- 
ner by a wide margin. And Ref- 
eree Loutett, in indicating the de- 
cision pointed to Striebel as the 
winner. When the cards of the ref- 
eree and the judges were checked, 
it was disclosed that one of the 
judges and the referee voted for 


Thomas. 


As the official announcement of 
the verdict came over the loud 
speaker, the spectators were flab- 
hergasted. They had thought that 
Striebel had won and they couldn't | 
understand the decision against} 


him. 


A check of the ‘scoring cards 
showed that Judge Alvin J. Wil- 
liams, Pittsburgh, Pa., and Referee 
Loutett had voted for Thomas, 
while Judge Dave Stevenson, San 
Francisco, voted for Striebel. So 
the decision was given’ against 
Striebel. Then the argument, which 
continued far into the night, was

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MANAGER PLAN USED 
IN 300 CITIES IN U.S. 


System Now 28 Years Old and 
Is Supplanting Commis- 
sions in Many Places. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 12—The City 
Manager plan is now 28 years old. 
The system is not only bigger than 
its parent, the commission system, 
but is still growing. 

Inaugurated in Sumter, 8S. C., in 
1907, the manager plan was first 
adopted by a large city in 1914 
when Dayton, O., changed its gov- 
ernment to that form. It is now in 
use in more than 300 cities and 
continues to push out the older 
commission form. 

The plan which centralizes au- 
thority and responsibility in one in- 
dividual was approved in at least 
three elections this spring, three 
other cities are seeking charter 
changes which will enable them to 
bring the question to a vote. In 
one state the legislature is at work 
on its charter laws to permit use 
of the plan. 

On the other hand, it met two 
defeats in recent months. One city 
returned to the commission plan 
and another voted to retain the al- 
dermanic form. 

Trenton, N. J., is the largest re- 
cent addition to cities swinging 
over to the manager plan. Last 
month Trenton voters authorized 
a nine-man City Council and a City 
Manager to replace the commission

DETROIT, Mich., April 12:--An 
artificial fever treatment for tubher- 
culosis. which has succeeded on 50 
per cent of the monkeys and other 
‘animals given the treatment, wa: 
described at the meeting of the Fed 
‘eration of American Societies of | 
Experimental Biology today. 
| The animals had the human type 
‘of tuberculosis, given to them by 
|innoculation. The results were 
‘favorable and the treatment will be 
'tried on human beings. The report 
was made by R. C. Major and H. P. 
Doub of the Henry Ford Hospital, 


Detroit. 
| ‘The fever was given in an air-con- 
ditioned chamber designed by 


‘Charles F. Kettering, automobile 
scientist, Unlike most of the new 
apparatus for raising body tempera- 
lture to fever height, this chambe1 
‘uses no radio waves. It causes the 
‘fever by air heated electrically to | 
temperatures of 160 to 170 degrees | 
‘in a humidity of 35 to 50 degrees 
‘The animals stand this excessive 
heat without too much discomfort

KEEP THE FAITH. 


In launching a crusade against crime in the United 
States, the Federal Department of Justice asked the 
co-operation of the states in a nation-wide effort to 
rid the land of kidnapers, bank robbers, gunmen, 
gangsters and all that bloody-handed crew which 
preys upon society. 

In Missouri, the Senate Committee on Criminal 
Jurisprudence has just killed what is known as the 
fingerprint bill, one of the anti-crime measures ad- 
vocated by the bar associations.

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HE underlying question presented by the

agitation about war profits is whethe 
the United States should now. pass laws 
that at the declaration of war there shall 


be an automatic conscription of persons and 
propertv and a complete military dictator- 
ship. 

The traditional American policy has been 
to have the Congress which declares the war 
and

the’ succeeding Congresses which col 
tinue it decide what drafts on the life and 


the property of the nation are required and 
are justified. It has been assumed thut 
while the war powers of the President were 


very great, they should remain subject to 
the control of Congress. . That control con- 


sisted in the power of Congress to grant o1 
to refuse man-power and funds. 

This democratic control of the conduct of 
war would be swept away under the pro 
gram which Senator Nye and Representative 
McSwain are sponsoring. Both bills pro- 
vide that once war is declared, the President 
can commandeer at the price he fixes the 
total resources of the American people, and 
both imply, though they do not appear sne- 
cifically to say that he may conscript 
an unlimited army. They also. though they 
do not specifically say so, vest him with 
powers over all business which could, with- 


So, 


Out any practical difficulty whatever. be 
used to establish complete control of the 
printing press, the radio and other means 
of discussion. 

Maybe that is the kind of war machine 


we ought to have. But we should not set it 
up unintentionally, as an accidental conse- 
quence of a desire to deal with profiteers, or 
under the. delusion that it is anything but 
what it is: a proposal to create an omnipo- 
tent war machine

My own view is that once the people take 
a good look at this thing, they will. recoil 
from it—-as the House already has from con- 
scription—saying that they are not going to 
Suspend representative government and have 
a war dictatorship all signed. sealed and 
ready for instant delivery in order to have 
the satisfaction of feeling that at some date 
in the unknown future. during a war of an 
unknown character, certain men will not 
make excessive profits. 

This legislatior ought to be rejected he- 
cause it destroys representative government 
once war is declared. The American na- 
tional defense, owing to our fortunate geo- 
graphical position, is based on the theory 
that the two oceans, an adequate navy and 
a small professional army are sufficient pro- 
tection as a first line of defense, and that 
behind that shield, the nation can take the 
time to organize as big an army as Congress 
and the President think necessary in the 
circumstances of a particular war. 

The British, who are far closer to anv po- 
tential aggressor than we are, have. not 
thought it necessary to set up in advance 
a complete militarism. Were our position 
like that of France or Germany, we too 
should probably have to prepare for total 
and absolute mobilization at the moment 
war breaks out. 

But why should we, in our much safer 
position, suddenly, thoughtlessly and irre. 
sponsibly, now put laws on the statute books 
which mean that the moment Congress de- 
clares war, Congress dies and can revive 
only by consent of the President or by mus- 
tering two-thirds of both houses to over- 


ride him? Does Congress really wish to ab- 
dicate in advance? 


Does it really wish to

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sign away now its control over life and 
property’ Does it really wish to say that 
tne representatives of the people during a 
War snall have no right to say how much 
of the life and property of the people is to 
be commandeered ? 

If that is what Congress means, it should 
pass these bills. If it does not mean that, 
it should stop, look and listen before it goes 
any turther.

As nearly as I can make out, what hap- 
pened was that the authors of these bills 
became so blindly interested in preventing 
war profits that they did not realize that 
they were setting up conscription and dicta- 
torship as the supposed remedies. In their 
passion to catch every last profiteer, they 
extended the executive war power to the 
absoiute limit in the fear that anything less 
than an absolute dictatorship might fail to 
catch a profiteer. 

The result grotesque. For however 
great may be the influence of war profiteers 
in fomenting and prolonging wars, no sane 
man can have any doubt that an absolute 
military machine is a much greater danger 
to peace. The suppression of war profiteers 
does not require, and would not be worth 
the cost if it did require, the destruction 
of democratic control over war and the es- 
tablishment in America of an automatic mil- 
itarv absolutism. 

As a matter of fact, there is no reason 
why Coneress could not legislate intelligent- 
ly to deal with war profiteers. The tax pro- 
visions of the Nye bill, or some modifica- 
tion of them, could be separated from the 
rest of the bill and put on the statute 
books. They are probably too drastic and 
would probably defeat themselves in some 
measure for that reason, but in principle 
they are sound enough. Taxation is the 
most effective way of reaching war profits. 
Moreover, the more the country taxes and 
the less it borrows, the less war inflation 
it will have. 

The enactment of such a war tax bill 
would be a very different thing from giv- 
ing the President complete power to com- 
mandeer everything, and it would not seri- 
ously tie the hands of Congress after war 
was declared. If, for example, it seemed de- 
sirable, as it did in the last war. to increase 
the production of wheat by offering high 
prices and large profits for wheat, the law 
could be amended. For there is nothing so 
automatically absolute about a tax bill as 
there is about the conscription of life and 
property. 

For my own part, I am more interested 
in measures to prevent war than in theo- 
retical schemes that go into effect after war 
begins. What can be done, for example, to 
prevent munition makers from creating war 
scares at home or abroad? There is enough 
evidence to warrant the belief that this is 
not an imaginary evil. I should suppose 
that the best method might be to license all 
manufacturers of lethal weapons and of mil- 
itary transport and require that their books 
and all their correspondence should be con- 
tinually open to inspection by some responsi- 
ble Government authority.
